either A or B as well. Tho eflect of 
such a vote is simply Tit^, and the elec- 
itor'^ulight just as well have stayed away 
' "from tho polls altogether. Therefore 
wo say it is necessary that a ticket 
should be filled ; but care should be 
taken that C'a colleague is at least his 
equal in popularity and as near as may 
bo his counterpart in views pertaining

astrous efll'ct on the whole of tho wcit 
of Cornwall. 

r.\uis, Jan. G. — Lato roturn:; show 
that M. Dufaucr Degavardio, Con.ser- 
vativc, has been elected to tho senate 
on tho second ballot; electoral statistics 
wonderfully corroborate the reports 
of progress inada by the Republican 
party in France. Fifty-six conserva- 
tives electod in 1^70 received 15,G1G 
votes, whereas in 1877 thoy only ob- 
tained 320S votes, having lost 12,130 
votes. Nineteen republicans elected in 
187G received 5,G36 votes, and in 1877 
receivad 20,2G2, gaining l't,G2G. 

London, Jan. G. — A disjiatch from 
Constantinople s.ays, Sulieman Pasha's 
appeal has been rejected, and ho has 
been degraded and exiled for life, and 
now appeals to the Sultan for pardon. 
Safvet Pasha, now ambassador to Paris, 
lias asked the Sultan to be allowed to 
remain in Constantinople, and ia au- 
thorized to postpone his donarluro. It 
ia possible that another ambassador 
may ho ajipointcd. It is stat«d that 
th» ilontenegrius iritand to forcibly 
enter Podgoritz.i.

No city of ancient or ' modern times 

can compare with London in size, popu- 
lation, wealth and the wo'idrous variety 
and peculiar phases of its social life. 
Statistics utterly fail to picture it to 
tho mind's eye. To be understood it 
must be seen and carefully studied. To 
walk around it — a distance of forty 
miles — would take two days. It covers 
an area of one liuudreU and twenty 
squaro miles. Its 7, -100 streets, if ex- 
tended in a direct line, would reach 
two thousand six hundred miles or a 
greater distance than from St John to 
Liverpool, England. 

Eleven hundred churchnr. minister to 
the s])irtnal wants of this gijjantic city, 
whilu its [ihysical repast every day de- 
mands a holocaust of 1,000 oxen, 4,000 
sheep, 1,000 swine, and one million 
pounds of fish. Extending fourteen 
miles in length with an average breadth 
of eight miles, and with a population 
larger than that of the whole Dominion 
of Canada, its possible growth and 
numbers, in view of tho prodigious 
stride it has made in the last half cen- 
tury, will prove ono of tho interesting 
problems of tho day. Every year adds 
an iuoreusuro of lifty thousand to its 
population. At this rate twenty years 
would swell the number to more than 
live millions. The rapidity with which 
it e.\lends its limits into tho country 
nnd ab.sorbs the surrounding villages is 
one of thu marked features of its recent 
history. Like Briaisis of a hundred 
arms it stretches forth its arms and 
enfolds all within tho extent of its 
grasp. Who can proscribe the bound- 
aries of its future growth? Who, in 
view of tho past, can say — "thus far?" 
And who can determine the times when 
tho first symptoms of its decadence will 
manif oat themselves? These are econ- 
omic questions which court enquiryand 
]ircss for solution upon thinking minds. 
It is estimated about ono hundred and 
fifty thousand persona arrive in Lon- 
don daily. This affords some idea of 
tho shifting population that throngs its 
DtroetB. 

Wlial most attracts the attention of 
the vinitor is tho marked contrasts that 
present themselves at •very turn. 
Grandeur and squalor, wealth and 
poverty, culture and ignorance, jostle 
each other in unseemly proximity. By 
the Hide of unbounded affluence stalks 
gaunt starvation. While the titled no- 
bility and the merchant princes roll in 
unbounded wealth, thousands upon 
thousands cko out a wretched existence 
and nt niij;ht cower in narrow lanes and 
filthy alleys, sleeping on the bare pave- 
ments. Over ten thousand are house- 
less amid the wilderness of its 528,991 
buildings. By the side, to, of the 
higiiest intollectu.al culture .and moral 
worth arc to be found idDject specimens 
of the most depraved ignorance, sunken 
in the deepest sloughs of criminality. 
Depths of degradation there are, which 
have not yet been sounded — ^limits of 
shame and suffering which philanthropy 
has not yet gauged. What scenes 
do its endless streets present 
after niglit-fall, when glaring 
wine palaces and reeking beer shops 
are crowded with men, women and 
children, victims of the terrible crimes 
of drunkenness. No wonder the ad 
vocate of temperance almost despairs of 
eradicating an evil so widesprcael and 
whose ramilications strike .so deeply in- 
to the social system. 

Nor is the variety of nationality less 
marked. It is almost a trite saying 
that London has more Scotchmen with- 
in its limits than the whole of Edin- 
burg; more Irish than Dublin; more 
Catholics than Rome, and more Jews 
than Palestine. To keep this hive of hu- 
manity well in chock requires a posse 
ten thousand policeiiion —itself an 
army. Within sound of Bow Bella are 
streets and alleys, the haunts of thieves 
::,.;} gamblers, where a well-dressed per- 
•son is not safe by night or day. 

The question very naturally pre;;onts 
itself: Is tho fate which overtook such 
mighty cities as Babylon and Rome 
destined for London? Will herpalaccs 
crumble to duat, and will her world- 
embracing commiirco and matchless in- 
dustries liiid a nout in other hinds? It 
would seem, not. Ilcr iieculi.ar posi- 
tion as the capital of a couii',17, lying 
ill tho highw.ay between the old and 
nesv worlds, must always give her a 
comuiaiuling influence. It is difficult 
to see, bow the channels of t rade can be 
diverted from the shores of Great Brit 
ain and made to flow in other direc- 
tions. Her location in the heart of one 
of the most fertile and productive 
countries in the world must enable 
London to assert her cl.aim in all time 
to come to a high position among tlie 
great cities and capitals of both worlds. 
As long as the skiei shed their propi- 
tionrf influcn;es upon this fair land and 
its soil retains its productive 
capability, so long will this first 
of cities hold a firm grasp upon the 
trade and commerce of the world. The 
inventions and improrements of com- 
ing years will do much to mitigate the 
evils of to-day and enable larger masses 
of mankind to segi-egate with far less 
discomfort. Social inequalities, in the 
future, will be less marked; poverty 
materially lessened; crime made to 
slink abasiied from quarters where it 
now holds high carnival. 

To see, thoroughly study and under- 
stand this modern Babylon, is of itself 
an education. Not to have seen it 
and not to have felt the influence of its 
magic spell, is to have sustained a posi- 
tive loss. 



Speaking of tho Chinese jiolicy, an 
interesting fact showing tliat it is ono 
that two nations might jiLay at, might 
be mentioned. The Prince of AVale.s 
on his way to tho opening of Parlia- 
ment, to take his seat iu tho House of 
Peers, lately passed through Luton, a 
district 30 miles from London and tli(3 
great seat of tho straw and plait-mak- 
ing nnd bonnet sewing industry. In 
1S7I, -15, '270 women and only 3,593 
men (the figures include girls and boy.s) 
were engagixl in that busino.s.s. But, 
like other, it has become deprcs.-ied of 
late and tho people brought the matter 
before the Prince in an addres8.;i^moug 
other things, they say that' "it is essen- 
tial that a demand bo created for hats 
and bonnets of our English-made plaits 
in prffrence lo tho productions of a 
peojdi'. such as thf inhabitants 0/ thf 
Celeiitial Empire of the Chinese." They 
ask the aid of the Queen, the Princess 
of Wales, etc., in order to bring about 
tho desired result.
